800,000, are able to read and write. The 
immedialo effect of the law will be,there- 
fore, to muliiply the voting popula'.ion 
by three.

future extension of the system.

the capabilities of their highways rests 
all the future of ibis State.

will double the value of every acre of 
farm land in the State, and enable us to 
raise twice the crops that we do now, 
simply because it would enable every 
farmer to market that which goes to 
waste, a very large per centage of the 
amount raised — mush larger, indeed, 
than most people imagine.

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GUITEAU AGAIN 


C-ets a Set-back from an 
Expert, 


But Keeps Up his Interrup- 
tions. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 27.—The 


court room was densely packed this 
morning. Upon reaching bis seat, Gni- 
teau looked around smilingly and said : 
'•I had a nico Christmas dinner and hope 
everybody olso did. 
I had lots of fruit, 


flowers and lady visitors, and a good 
time generally. 


Dr. A. E. M'Donald, Superintendent 


of Ward's Island Insane Hospital, testi- 
fied that during his practice be bad 
6,000 cases of insanity. 
He had given 


special attention to the study of insan- 
ity. 
Witness stated the difference be- 


tween "delusions" and "insane delu- 
sions"—the one being the subject of 
correction by the judgment and the 
senses, the latter not being corrective, 
and for that reason denominated an in- 
sane delusion. 
Also, of illusions and 


hallucinations, giving illustrations from 
his own experience. Ho believed, judg- 
ing from experience, that the claim of 
inspiration frequently asserted by in- 
sane persons proceeded from a source 
of hallucination or insane delusion af- 
fecting the senses. The witness was 
then asked if a person's action, under 
the claim of "inspiration" would indi- 
cate it in any other way than by their 
assertions, and replied : "Their actions 
and behavior would indicate it as well 
as their assertions. To illustrate it: 
A person claiming to be Jesus Christ, 
and, under an inspiration, clothed him- 
self like the Saviour, gave away" his 
property and slept out ot doors, because 
the Saviour had not where to hy his 
head. 


Witness was asked if such persons 


would feel any apprehension of bodily 
injury, or would take any pre'cauticns to 
guard against dauger. 


He replied : Inspiration always over- 


rides all fear, bodily pain or injury, and 
renders (be person who believes he is 
acting under inspiration wholly oblivi- 
ous to such considerations. 


Witness was asked if such persons 


usually planned with deliberation, and 
replied: "On the contrary, their acts 
are sudden both in conception and exe- 
cution, as a rule, and they seldom at- 
tempt to avoid the oousequenoes in any 
way." 


"There ate two kinds of insanity, 


Doctor," suggested the prisoner ; "the 
frank insanity and the Abraham insan- 
ity. 
The latter is the school I belong 


to. Tell us what you think of Abra- 
ham, Doctor." 


Witness described what is commonly 


called temporary insanity, where the 
man commits an act which is the oniy 
evidence of his insanity and where the 
person is, to all appearances, perfectly 
sane in all other respects, both before 
and after the act. 


Guiteau—Thai's just my case ex- 


actly. 


Witness—I do not believe in such 


insanity, and in all my experience have 
never seen an instance of it. 


Witness visited the prisoner in his 


cell at tho jail, remaining two hours 
and making the usual mental examina- 
tion in such cases. 
He talked over 


with the prisoner all the main incidents 
of his life up to and including the shoot- 
ing of the President. Tho prisoner 
spoke of the act as "my conception," 
and soon after, "I conceived the remo- 
val of'tho President." 
Witness asked, 


Why, if the act was the Almighty's, and 
he was simply the agent, he was so par- 
ticular as to practice his aim, and why 
he did not trvist details to the Almighty, 
and the prisoner hesitated, flashed a 
little, and said "the Almighty ofter. 
trusts details to his agents." 
Witness 


talked at considerable length with the 
prisoner in regard to the crime, and 
asked Jhiin whiit plans or expectations 
he had for tho future, and his reply was 
to the effect that while he did oot con- 
sider himself insane, he bad studied up 
the subject of insanity, and believed he 
would be found by a jury to be legally 
insane at the time ol the commission 
of the act, and would be acquitted. He 
was asked, "What, do you suppose will 
be done with you ?" and replied, "I will 
be sent to no insane asylum, and I find, 
under the law, that I can, after a few 
months, have a commisFion of lunacy 
to pass upon my case, and of course 
they will find me sane, and I will be 
discharged." 
- 


Witness believed from his examina- 


tion and observation of the prisoner in 
court that he is a perfectly sane man. 
The witness then proceeded at sorro 
length to give the reasons for his opin- 
ions, using the expression : "I have fre- 
quently noticed thai his most violent 
interruptions have been made when the 
weight of evidence has been against 
him." 


Counsel for defense objected that the 


witness was usurping the functions of 
the jory^who alone could pass upon the 
fact lhat'tbe evidence was for or against 
the prisoner. 


The court overruled the objection 


»nd the exception was noted by the de- 
fense. 


Guiteau, who had kept unusually 


quiet all through the morning, here 
addressed the witness (speaking without 
any show and excitement): "You are 
making a great ado about nothiug, Doc- 
tor. 1 dou't protend that I am insane 
now. 
Tell us what you know about 


Abraham. 
Get your money and eo 
acme." 


Witness, continuing, closely analyzed 


the conduct and remarks of the prisoner 
during the trial, and concluded that he 
had been playing a part ever since the 
first day. 
At the outset the prisoner, 


he said, had directed all of his abuse 
against one of the counsel, and after- 
ward against all of them. 


Guiteau—Well, you see, Doctor, 


Corkhill has corrupted the rest of them. 
"Evil communications," 
you 
know, 


"corrupt good manners." 


The first hypothetical question of 


tho prosecution was read and objection 
made by the defense to the clause 
"assume that he raised an ax on his 
sister, which act the prisoner himself 
denies," on tho ground that the witness 
could not be asked to pass upon a hy- 
pothetical 
question 
containing two 


propositions diametrically opposite. 


After argument, the court sustaining 


tho objection, the prosecution modified 
their question, and in a modified form 
it was put to the witness. 


He replied : "I believe the person to 


have been sane." 


Objection to the question and reply 


was noted by tbs defense. 


Ilecess. 
After recess Dr. McDonald again 


took the stand. 
Guiteau, who had just 


taken his seat looked over to the jury 
and said: "These experts are doing this 
business with a good deal of parrot-like 
talk. 
Dr. McDonald deviated some- 


what from the course pursued by the 
rest of them. 
I deem it but justice to 


myself to say I did not say to him I 
had examined the law in relation to 
this matter." 


Corkhill then read a second hypothet- 


ical question upon which Guiteau com- 
mented en passant with such expressions 
as "That is absolutely false," "That is 
that fellow Shaw's lies," "That is all 
rubbish," "It is nobody's business where 
I got the money," "I did not kill him," 
Doctors killed him," etc. 


Witness 
answered : Assuming the 


facts set forth to be true, and adding 
that statement to others, it strengthens 
my opinion that the man was sane on 
the 2d of July. 


Exception to the question and an- 


swer was noted by tho defense. 


Col. Reed conducted tho long cross- 


examination, and propounded a series 
of hypothetical questions, based on the 
acts -and conduct of the prisoner, to 
show inconsistency with the theory of 
insanity. 


The witness admitted that insane 


persons were more liable to be adjudged 
sane than sane persons were lo be ad- 
judged insane. 


Scoville took up the cross-examina- 


tion and questioned the witness at some 
length relative to tho symptoms and 
cause of insanity. 


The witness stated that insanity was 


the result of a diseased brain, and was 
asked : "Are you not conlounding cause 
and effect, and cannot unusual excita- 
tion of emotions or excessive worry and 
caro and anxiety overturn the reason 
and cause disease of the brain ?" 


Witness admitted such might be the 


case, with some qualification; that over- 
work, care and anxiety might produce 
dyspepsia, which, with other causes, 
might lead to insanity, and that would 
make necessary disease of the 
brain, 


and disease of the brain would in its 
turn stimulate insaniiy, 


Q. Well, now, is it not a fact that 


you learn that the brain is diseased 
from evident unsoundness of mind ? A. 
From that and from physical conditions 
also. 


Pendiug further cross examination 


court adjourned till to-morrow.
